BIG PUSH ON THE HOME FRONT 
Two recent announcements have done more to 
front than the 
government 
stiffen sagging morale on the home 
combined press releases of the 
whole 
since last Jan. 1. 
James F. Byrnes, director of war mobilization, has 
said he will assume charge of framing a tax policy 
and also has 
said 
that 
Bernard M. Baruch, the 
Democratic party's elder statesman and economic ex­ 
pert whose good advice has been spumed so far, will 
work in the office of war mobilization as an adviser. 
This is being interpreted to mean that Mr. Byrnes 
will tackle the Inflation muddle with the weapons 
favored by Mr. Baruch, who saw a crisis coming long 
ago unless the whole price structure 
was stabilized 
from tap to bottom, with taxation cooling the ardor 
of ail would-be spenders and priorities and rationing 
systems calming the apprehensions of consumers in 
general. 
As concerns taxes, specifically, it is being inter­ 
preted as a sign that something constructive finally 
will be done about a revenue act for 1943. 
Appar 
ently, Mr. Byrnes Intends to wield his authority over 
the home front In the place where the lack of co­ 
ordination has been most evident—the financial or 
gantzation of the war effort. 
Meanwhile. President Roosevelt 
has 
spoken 
of 
compulsory savings In a press conference, and con 
gress has Ward sales taxes 
referred 
to more fre­ 
quently. The treasury has made a surprise announce­ 
ment of a $2.500.000.000 bond campaign to be staged 
this month, and Mr. Roosevelt has signed the patch­ 
work bill reforming the Income tax collection system 
One searches in vain for connections between these 
actions; the need for a comprehensive fiscal plan 
never was plainer. 
While ft was not foreseen at the time he took the 
Job that Mr. Byrnes' first major project would be 
finance, nothing is more important. 
A sound fiscal 
program—one that all the people oan comprehend 
and believe In—la a prime necessity. 
If Mr. Byrnes 
can create one and get it adopted, he will have over­ 
come the most glaring weakness of the national gov­ 
ernment for the last 10 years.

TAX EDUCATION 
The new income tax payment 
plan 
which goes 
into effect the first of next month imposes a heavy 
obligation on employers to clarify its operation for 
their employes. 
While the new plan ultimately will 
be simpler than the former method of filing annual 
returns in March of the year after the income was 
earned, it is bound to Beem hopelessly complicated 
at the beginning to millions of wage earners who be­ 
gan only this year to get acquainted with the in­ 
tricacies of the delayed collection system. 
At first sight, it is going to appear that the tax 
is larger than it was under the former system. 
In 
most cases, this will be an lump settlement. In cases 
where it actually fc larger, adjustments have been 
provided for to recover over-payments. 
It is not a 
plan to increase income tax payments. 
The 
new 
plan does not mean the employe will have less money 
to save for his own future welfare; any impression to 
the contrary must be prevented. 
By the same token, the pay-go principle, by re­ 
minding taxpayers that their obligation to the gov­ 
ernment has reached major 
proportions, 
will be a 
curb on reckless spending and black market prices, 
both causes of inflation. 
The new plan has every­ 
thing in its favor as it goes into effect, except the 
experience of taxpayers, and that initial handicap 
can be overcome by a little extra effort on explana­ 
tions.

Pantellerla was a bomber’s 
paradise—an 
easily 
reached, weakly defended, compact target with no 
distinctions between military and civil areas.

island's surrender confirms air power. Naval bom­ 
bardment helped to reduce its resistance, but its de­ 
feat was fundamentally a triumph for aerial bom­ 
bardment.

Then 
we discussed the physical exam­ 
ination. which is the information 
the doctor obtains by employing 
his senses of sight, feeling and 
hearing — in other 
words, the 
changed appearance of the pa­ 
tient's skin is seen, the feeling of 
the pulse and the use of the steth­ 
oscope to listen to the chest, etc.

It is well over 
100 years since Richard Bright first 
found that in certain cases of kid­ 
ney disease the urine would pre­

sents the exretlon of many waste 
products from the body. When I 
was beginning practice, they used 
to estimate many of these, such as 
the urea and the uric acid. But 
this has been found to be of little 
information. 
One excretory product is sugar 
which may be an overflow from 
carbohydrate 
metabolism, 
which 
indicates diabetes. Anyone over 40 
years of age should have the urine 
examined once a year in order to 
determine whether this condition 
has started or not, because it can 
be successfully controlled if taken 
In time. 
When the kidney or the bladder 
is diseased, various cells, blood or 
other products appear in the urine 
and these indicate local disease 
and they can be seen with the 
miscroscope. 
Examination of Blood 
A routine examination of the 
blood can be done very simply 
merely by obtaining a drop of 
blood from the lobe of the ear, 
allowing it to absorb on soft paper 
and comparing it to a color scale 
which show's how much hemoglo­ 
bin is present. The blood is impov­ 
erished by so many organic dis­ 
eases that this gives a very good 
indication as to whether conditions 
have gone far enough to be serious 
or not. 
Of course, if this test indicates a 
low hemoglobin, the red cells can 
be counted and should be five mil­ 
lion on our standard. The white 
cells of the blood can also be 
counted and indicate whether or 
not the body is responding to an 
infection. 
Another blood test that can be 
done quickly and which indicates 
whether the patient has an or­ 
ganic or a functional disease is 
the so-called sedimentation 
rate 
! test. In organic disease the blood

The OWI report, based on in­ 
formation from the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation, said Kuehn 
went to Honolulu in 1935 for tiie 
ostensible purpose of studying Jap­ 
anese, and in three years banked 
more than $70.000. 
Picked up on Dec. 8, 1941, Kuehn 
and his wife at first denied they 
ever had negotiations with tlie Jap ­ 
anese government, OWI said, add­ 
ing: 
“But 
increasing evidence 
from 
the FBI contradicted their asser­ 
tions and on Dec. 30, 1941, Kuehn 
signed a statement admitting lie 
had prepared the system of sig­ 
nals for the Japanese consul-gen­ 
eral which the latter had dis­ 
patched to Tokyo in his message 
of Dec. 3.” 
The signals, OWI explained, were 
for use in reporting the movements 
of the American fleet at Pearl 
Harbor. 
“One such signal was a light in a 
dormer window of a house in Kal- 
ama," the OWI report said. “Special 
agents of the FBI had no difficulty 
in locating the house with the dor­ 
mer window. 
It was owned and 
occupied by Kuehn and his wife, 
Ftredel.” 
Mrs. Kuehn told FBI agents that 
a son by a former marriage is now 
serving the Nazi party as an as­ 
sistant 
to 
Propaganda 
Minister 
Goebbels.
